Postmaster-General Gary expresses 


pleasure at the widespread comment 
upon hia rcommendation for the estab- 
lishment of postal, savings banks and 
invites further discussion of the sub- 
ject. 
"If we all put our heads to 


Kether," the postmaster-general says, 
"the right plan can be devised, and 
that is what the country wants." 


It is not often that a cabinet officer 


manifests such a disposition to learn 
the desires of the people on matters of 
legislation connected with the develop 
merit of his department^. Postmaster- 
General Gary's request for a wide- 
spread popular expression of opinion on 
the subject shouid meet with hearty re- 
sponse on the par b of the people. 
The 


newspapers have already 
performed 


their duty in the matter. Labor organ 
izations, too, have very generally given 
consideration to tho subject, and with 
almost unanimous voice haveTaskod for 
postal banks. It remains now for other 
bodies, especially those representing 
the commercial interests of the country, 
to give their approval to the agitation, 
in order that congress may be assured 
that the sentiment of all classes in the 
nation is virtually united in favor of 
the early establishment of these much- 
needed iistitufcions for the safe-keeping 
of the savings of persona of moderate 
means. 
It may be true that the com 


mercial and business classes of the 
country have not such an immediate 
personal interest in tho establishment 
of postal savings banks as have the 
wage-earners. 
But the 
commercial 


portion of the community cannot afford 
to manifest indifference to the well- 
being and contentment of the working 
population of tho country. Let them

George Saaers, accused of perjury in 


connection with the affidavit he filed 
charging Albert L. Abbott with mur- 
dering George Euglert in August last, 
is a free man again. He was formally 
discharged by 'Squire Hall this after- 
noon at half-past three o'clock. 


In diaoharginf? the prisoner, 'Squire 


Hall gave a carefully prepared written 
opinion. It waa very complete and 
emphasized certain points in a plain 
and forcible manner. He said among 
other things that the evidence of Mrs. 
Englert, Dr. Abbott, John Geta and 
Coroner Davidson all related to the 
suicide aud bad no bearing on the per- 
jury CBHB. 
The only witnesses bearing 


on the charge were Mayor Glidden, 
Sheriff Kictey and Gibert Stewart. 
After reviewing these witnesses' testi- 
mony 'Squire Hall quoted at length 
from Wharfcon's criminal law, show- 
ing that if anyone is honest in his con- 
vict on and makes oath to what are 
facts, according to his lights, he is not 
guilty of perjury. 
Sections 
quoted 


were 1345 and 1248 and 1249. 'Squire 
Hall also said he erred in refusing to 
allow the defendant permission to give 
all information he had, and had heard 
from others as to the probable grounds 
or lights he possessed for said oath. 


In concluding, the 'Squire eaid that 


the defendant had atill affirmed to him 
on the witness stand bis practical be- 
lief in the truth of his affidavit, and 
he had been virtually advised to pro- 
ceed with the 
prosecution by both 


mayor and marshal and the prosecuting 
attorney. The court thought Sauers 
had acted in a prudent manner and did 
-what from hia standpoint he believed 
to be right. Therefore the prisoner 
was discharged.

Canalejas, 


the special commissioner of the Span- 
ish government, has

from his visit to the province of Pinar 
del Rio. H« says there are in the 
province 40,000 "concentrados," peas- 
ants gathered in from the country in 
the neighborhood of the towns for pro- 
tection from 'the insurgents, or to pre- 
vent them, from joining the enemy, 
end that they are all in want.
